The gopher, listed at the univer- 
sity as Gretta R. Gopher, left the 
school a complex maze of tunnels, 
her sole possessions. Heirs to the 
complicated subterranean pas- 
sages that interlace throughout the 
campus include her five children 
and her common-law husband, 
Gaven Q. Gopher

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Consortium studies Nuclear power 
mass transportation

The Sacramento Regional Area 
Planning Commission (SRAPC) is 
a consortium, representing the City 
and County of Sacramento and 
Yolo County, that is studying and 
refining all modes of transpor- 
tation. 

Before being integrated in 1972, 
California had separate plans for 
all transportation modes. Short 
term strategies for-transportation 
and improvement on energy usage 
were needed. The staff of 70 per- 
sons has been working on a draft 
proposal on this subject to enable 
the public to see results soon. 

The Sacramento area exceeds 
the national air quality standard 
and must meet it by 1977 or the 
State Environmental Protection 
Agency will ration the area’s gas. 
To comply with this, Sac- 
ramentoans must reduce their car 
trips by 40-50 percent. To do the 
same, Los Angeles must cut trips 
by 100 percent. 

This topic of clean air was one 
of the main items of discussion at a 
sparsely attended workshop in 
early October sponsored by 
SRAPC (ser-rap-see). Already 
outlined for interested citizens 
were six policy options on im- 
proving the problems of clean air 
and still moving people around the 
area. 

One option (“Muddling 
Along”) suggested doing nothing 
to speed cleaning of the air while 
allowing current energy using lifes- 
tyles (34 percent more by 1995) to 
continue. 

Another option called for gas 





rationing and charging car owner- 
ship or use fees. On more than one 
option, an objection listed was that 
RT will service white collar 
workers. Another proposal listed 
each person driving 63 percent less 
by 1995 as an unfavorable resuit

As was mentioned in the first ar- 
ticle of this three part series Oct. 21, 
Jim Brown and Rick Dowling of 
SRAPC have definite opinions of 
the accuracy of RT's budget (it’s 
“inaccurate”) and plans for signal 
priority techniques 
(unreasonable). 


SRAPC presently serves four 


counties — Sacramento, Yolo, 


Yuba and Sutter. The counties or 
cities are voluntary members and 
may quit anytime. In fact, Placer 
and E} Dorado pulled out recently. 
SRAPC employees must be nice in 
their decisions and therefore are 
over a barrel. All members can quit 
and they would be out of their jobs. 


SRAPC reviews all federal grant 
claims of 90 federal programs. 


Lloya Connelly, sixth district 
city council representative, is dis- 
couraged by SRAPC. He’s “not 
sure they're getting away from 
automobiles.” But he is waiting un- 
til their report is published at the 
end of the month. 





Should emphasis be on solar energy?

The California State Assembly 
Committee on Energy and 
Diminishing Materials has begun 
hearings on the question of nuclear 
power and California's energy 
needs in the future. Every Tuesday 
and Wednesday of this month, 
witnesses representing all sides of 
the energy debate are scheduled to 
make presentations and answer 
questions before the public. 

The first two days of hearings 
were dominated by a majority of 
pro-nuclear representatives from 
utilities industry and federa! energy 
officials. 

William Arntz, Regional Ad- 
ministrator for the Federal Energy 
Administration, believes the US 
needs to “move on all options — I 
have to underscore the nuclear op- 
tion.” Arntz predicted widespread 
solar heating and cooling, but not 
electrical power, by the year 2000. 

He argues that the electrical 
demand is doubling in 13 years and 


that the total rate of consumption - 


of energy, (not just electrical) is 


growing at 2.8 percent per year. 


With an “effective conservation 
program,” a 2 percent growth rate 
_ could be achieved. 

Assemblyperson Lawrence 
Kapaloff asked, “Is there an 
aggressive Federal energy conser- 
vation program?” “No,” Arntz 
replied, “it would be more ap- 
propriate to ask Congress that 
question.” 


Kapaloff asked what the 


Federal Energy Administration 
was suggesting in their energy sav- 
ing program. Arntz said they were 
relying on “market determination 
to provide the price platform for 
consumers to make decisions,” and 
referred to this as a “price based 
conservation program.” 

Robert D. Thorne of the 
Federal Energy Research and 
Development Administration, 
(ERDA), spoke of the 
organization's “high emphasis on 
non-nuclear energy sources,” but 
added, “the public is wise enough 
to know that nuclear’s potential 
benefits are worth the cost.” 

When pressed on the agéncies’ 
emphasis on non-nuclear sources, 
Thorne said that current budgets 
have $32 million going to geother- 
mal and $89 million to solar resear- 
ch, while $625 million is going to 
fission and $300 million to fusion 
research. The agencies’ total 
budget is about $4.5 billion dollars. 

Thorne commented that “the 
protection of investment,” in the 
nuclear business, “depends on 
safety.” Thus far, he added, the in- 
dustries’ nuclear safety record is 
“outstanding.” And there has never 
been a case of industry-related 
radiation poisoning on a member 
of the public. 

Assemblyman Michael Wor- 
num then inquired into the pos- 
sibilities of an accident or sabotage 
occuring at a nuclear power plant, 
causing 2 “core melt-down” and 
radioactive gas and material leaks. 
Throne replied that the plants were 
practically “invulnerable.” 


He qualified his remark by not- 
ing that there was no way to 
evaluate every potential threat,” 
but there was “no public threat.” 

When asked if there had been 
any acts of sabotage against a 
nuclear plant, Thorne mentioned 
that he did not have a list of in- 
cidents with him. He knew 
however, of a French nuclear plant 
that had been attacked with ex- 
plosives in which the saboteurs had 
blown up a non-radioactive steam 
system. 

Thorne’s ERDA colleagues 
were asked the consequences of the 
worst of all possible occurrences, 
but when the aides referred to 
studies of a “maximum credible ac- 
cident,” Wornum qualified his 
question with, “maximum in- 


credible accident -— in fact 
saboteurs, not accident.” 
To this they ascribed “very low 


probability.” And one thousand 
deaths is the best estimate.” Fac- 
tors of civil defense readiness and 
meteorological conditions would 
be major factors. 
Assemblyperson Lawrence 
Kapaloff voiced his concern that, 
“If we opt for nuclear energy, as an 
extremely expensive committment, 
that might retard or slow down

other energy source 
developments.” 
Members of the Assembly com- 


mittee complained of the large 
differences in growth rates between 
utilities and state government pro- 
jections. Walter Cavagnaro, Chief 
E Engineer, for the 
Collis Public Utilities Com- 
mission (PUC), noted the PUC es- 
timates were lower than industry's 
“in all cases.” 

A ten year statewide projection 
by utilities companies was 5.4 
percent, contrasting to a 4.7 
percent PUC prediction. 

The discrepancy in determining 
demand curves is apparently due 
partly to differing “methodology.” 
California’s Energy Commission is 
currently trying to establish stan- 
dards for this methodology. By 
law, every utility will have to sub- 
mit 20-year forecasts every two 
years, beginning in 1976. 

Bart Shakelford chairperson of 
Research for PG&E, spoke of 
nuclear energy’s “essential role” in 
California despite PG&E's being 
“actively engaged in conservation.” 
The conservation is working “and 
we will continue to hold down 
growth, but will not, once con- 
sumers reach their limit.” Pop- 


ulation in California is expected to 
grow by 7,000 households in the 
next 10 years. 

Rand Corporation projections 
for California’s energy future were 
described as being both higher and 
lower than either government or 
utilities projections — depending 
mostly on public reaction and 
acceptance of a new energy use 
ethic, governmental and utilities 
measures. 

A couple of things that strike 
even the casual observer attending 
the assembly hearings are the 
dogged determination of certain 
members of the Energy and 
Diminishing Materials Committee 
to get at the facts even through a 
smoke screen of empty public 


‘releations nonsense. The other th- 


ing is the reality, (no matter what 
our opinion of nuclear energy is) 
that we are charting a course that 
cannot fail to have a profound 
effect on all our individual lives in 
the future. We might properly 
wonder whether some new 
superior ethic or an old one will 
contribute to the ultimate decision 
or whether we will be ultimately in- 
fluenced by the energy demand 
charts and graphs that ail go up 
and up and up.

Dia de La Raza 
celebrated here 


CSUS hosted a “Dia de La 
Raza” celebration last Friday, Oc- 
tober 17. It was sponsored by the 
Associated Students 

The “Dia de La Raza” is a holi- 
day that is celebrated throughout 
Mexico and Latin America. It 1s 
traditionally celebrated on Colum- 
bus Day, October 12, and 
commemorates for the Latino the 
birth of his race. Literally tran- 
slated “Dia de La Raza” means 
“Day of the Race.” 

For the Latin American Colum- 
bus’ discovery of the Americas was 
the beginning of their race, because 
the Spaniard, unlike the Anglo 
Saxon, freely intermarried with the 
Indian populations. This inter- 
marriage created the mestizo 

In Brazil, Cuba, Puerto Rico 
and the other Latin American 
countries where black slaves were 
imported, the mestizo intermarried 
with the black and produced what 
the Latin American proudly calls 
“La Raza Cosmica.” It is these 
nations that produce some of the 
most beautiful people of the world, 
which include the lovely Cariocan 
beauties of Brazil, with their 
chocolate colored skin and green, 
haunting eyes. 

The “Dia de La Raza” celeb- 
rations featured Daniel Valdez, a 
bi-lingual bi-cultural folk singer, 
and Philip Vera Cruz, a Filipino 
United Farm Worker organizer. 

Daniei Valdez writes, arranges 
and sings his own works. His com- 
positions include the use of Native 
American instruments and themes 
of suppression. 

He was born in Tulare 26 years 
ago. His family settled in San Jose. 
It was in this urban environment 
that he learned to play the guitar 
In the early ‘60’s he started a small 
rock group; then, in 1966, he 
became involved with the 
campesino movement and joined 
El Teatro Campesino. 

He and his family now live in 


San Jose Bautista a Chicano 
commune which is housed ina mis- 
sion pueblo. It is called El Centro 
Campesino Cultural, and produces 
music, posters, paintings, poetry, 
films and all of Daniel's records. 

Philip Vera Cruz was the 
featured speaker at the “Dia de La 
Raza” celebrations. He has been 
with the United Farm Workers 
Union since 1965. In that year he 
and his fellow Filipino farm 
workers struck the Despoto Ranch 
for a pay increase from $1.20 to 
$1.40 an hour 

When they struck they were 
evicted from the ranch camp. It 
wasn’t till recently that he finally 
found a home at Agbayani Village, 
the UFW’s retirement village for 
farmworkers, *n Delanc built en- 
tirely by volunteer help. 

Philip Vera Cruz discussed the 
continuing struggles of the UFW. 
He noted that in Tulare County 
there have been 95 arrests of UFW 
organizers since September of this 
year when the elections began. 
Some of these arrests took place 
even after the state supreme court's 
ruling established the right of 
union organizers to enter the fields 
to talk with the workers prior to a 
union representation election. 

Philip Vera Cruz also noted 
that Gallo and the Teamsters are 
trying to disqualify the votes cast in 
their elections by 136 UFW 
strikers. If these votes are 
recognized, the UF W will win the 
election. Traditiqnally in union 
elections, a striking worker hasn't 
been disqualified from voting. 

Others featured at the “Dia de 
La Raza” celebrations were Kharis 
Gloria Avril, a poetess, mariachi 
bands and the Ninos Sisters Driil 
Team. The Centro de Artistas 
Chicanos sponsored an art show 
and Mexican food was served at a 
reasonable price. The festivities 
lasted from I1 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Orientation for seniors

Twelve students sat around four 
large tables, pushed together, and 
cautiously eyed each other. “So, 
we're all gonna get jobs,” joked a 
curly-haired young man. Another 
retorted, “If we thought we were 
gonna get jobs we probably 
wouldn’t be here.” 

So began another Senior Orien- 
tation workshop at the CSUS 
Career Development and 
Placement Center. The recently- 
initiated program is aimed at help- 
ing seniors assess their career goals 
and locate a satisfying job. After 
the required senior orientation 
hour, students can sign up for three 
on-going workshops: Skills, 
Resume and Interview and Job 
Search. 

“Skills are qualities, assets, 
traits, duties, talents; this is a 
broadly: defined skills workshop,” 
said John Goldberg, the born- 
bearded intern who led a recent 
skills workshop. “A lot of people 
think they get skills at school, when 
really you develop skills all your 
life,” he said. 

To help assess the skills of the 
nine students in the workshop, 
Goldberg had them write about a 
significant talent or event or a 
typical day in their life. 

One student, Kay Knepprath, 
shared her ‘typical day’ with the 
class, and from just describing half 
of her day she discovered about 15 
different skills. 

“Don’t be surprised if you end 
up with more than one hundred 
different skills,” Goldberg said. 
The next step, he said. is to “cluster 
your skills” into groups that go 
together. This will help prioritize 
the skills in order of the enjoyment 
or level of the skill. This class helps 
a student in the next workshop, 
Resume and Interview. 

“We teach alternatives to the 
usual monotonous resume. You 
want a carnation in your but- 
tonhole so they'll pick you out of a 
crowd,” said Willis Black, director 
of the center and leader of the 
resume segment of the workshop. 
“Personnel people get piles of 
resumes, and most are read by 
clerks.” The appearance of the 
resume, he advised, must have 
some “aesthetic value” to catch the 
employer’s eye. “Don’t use white 
paper, use pastel, textured paper.” 

He also advised to state a career 
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objective in a “broad statement. 
Say you want a career you can 
grow with-don’t use the word 
‘job.’ People are hiring people for 
careers. It’s a parental attitude that 
they want you to marry the com- 
pany.” 

Biack gave pointers on the parts 
of the resume: the student's ov *rall 
qualification, education, work ex- 
perience (“Job titles do not tell 
people what you are, put down a 
few sentences describing your job”) 
honors and awards, and references. 

“The intent of the workshop is 
to make you think about the 
resume, not give you all the 
answers,” said Black. “The 
counselors will work on a personal 
level with you about your resume.” 

At the interview segment of the 
workshop Bill Mitchell, profes- 
sional counselor, said: “The inter- 
view process is a place where 
mutual exploitation occurs. The 
recruiter is asking himself, can they 
(the company) maximize the 
greatest return on (you) their 
investment.” 

Mitchell stressed the im- 
portance of dressing well for the 
interview. “They're looking at 
whether or not you can fit into their

Home. The eulogy will be read by 
J. Pretzel Pultroon, a close friend 
of the family, who told reporters: 
“After my near miss at the 
presidency last year, I went 
underground with the Gophers.

As the Hornet went to press, no 
formal charges had been pressed 
against the perpetrater of the 
killing. When pressed for 
comment, an usually unrealiable 
source told the Hornet that “the 
killer was just a special man doinga 
special job.”
